GERMANY'S ECONOMIC RECOVERY. 


FRANCE WANTS PRIOR CONSIDERATION. 
Paris, March 5. 

Different views have recently bzen given concerning the 
attitude of the Powers regarding’the’economic recovery of Germany, 
which will probably take the form of permitting a German Loan. 
Allinterest in the question for France lies in the manner in which 
the’ Loan can be guaranteed. France as a privileged creditor for the 
devastated territories cannot admit that it should be to the detriment 
of the reparations due toher. Reparations must retain priority oveT 
any Loan. It is for Germany to finda distinct guarantee.- The 
Commission presided over by M. Poincare should have the power of 
accepting or rejecting the proposals. German prosperity cannot be 
re-established to the dettiment of the creditor's claim.— Haras.

SIR M. CONWAY'S PROPOSAL 
CRITICISED, 


Sir Martin Conway's bold 
advocacy of sxyscrapers for 
Landon... “gigantic communal 
buildings, thirty’ or forty storeys 
in height, housing hundreds_gnd 
possibly thousands of people,” was 
bound to meet with a good deal 
«f criticism, for most peopleshud- 
derat the thought of the réproduc- 
ing in our city of the gigantic 
buildings of New York. 

‘The, odjections to buildings 


thirty or forty storeys high in! 


- London are very great indecd,” 
Mr. William Woodward stated 
recently in an interview with a 
representative of. the Odserrer, 
“ Assuming, “he said, “that the 
sot of London is-qui + capable of 
sustaining such’ monster build. 
ings. the question at once arises 
whether they would he suitable 
for London, In my opinion.their 
effect upon a city like ours would 
he simply disastrous. ' 

“The height ofa building shauld 
obviously for Hight and air and 

. architectural effect have true rela- 
tion to the thoroughfare which it 
fronts. The usual angle of forty- 
five degrees, which means that 
the height of a building should 
not exceed the width of the street, 
should never be disregarded. 

“Take, for example, the Picca- 
dilly Hotel, which I erected in 
conjunction: with the late Mr. 
Normen Shaw. This hotel is built 

‘within the limits prescribed by 

the Building Act of 1894, namely, 

eighty feet im height from the 
pavement to the parapet, with an 
addition of, two storeys in the 
roof, making the total height from 
the pavment level roughly one 
hundred feet. The effect can be 


judged by the public, and I think’ 


they will agree that for a street. 
«of the width of Regent-street the 
height is the very limit to which 
buildings should be permitted to 
xo.!

“But in viewing Regent-street 
at the present time, let the public 
consider Nash's design, 
except in the case of the Picca- 
dilly “Hotel and the other. new 
buildings, is still to be seen there.

“Imagine in any street like

“Let us now take ourselves to

” People living in these houses 
or flats, taking an average, there- 
fore very nearly approach 
the two-rooms per person 
standard. 

Atthe other end of the scale, 
there are 4,914  two-roomed 
dwelling-places, giving - 9,828 
rooms, in whieh 8,811 people find 
accommodation. 

5,058 people in St. Pancras are 
living in one-room dwelling- 
places, and below that scale 
there are the people who are 
living two or more to the room, 
with reference to whom no figures 
are available.

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WIAT OF THE LEAGUE? 

When the Evropean nations reached that stage of progress in 
the invention of engines of destruction which was demonstrated 
in tha late war, the evil portents alarmed thé nations concerned, 
as well as the world at large. Wise man put their heads together 
to see if the inventive skil! putto the test in the war operations could 
not be utilised for the creation of a method by which future wars, and 
all that they mean in the destruction of human lives, might be 

, avoided. Out of their wisest thoughts they gave birth to the idea 
of a League of Nations, an infant still in swaddling clothes, but one 
on whom is bestowed all the hopes and love of its creators. Turned 
towards it, with hopeful looks, were the small nations in particular, 
for have they not been told that all the virtues hich could possibly 
be conceived by human justice will be invested in this League, 
which represents the highe=t ideals of the human race’ From this 
‘central head, there’ was to come justice, in the recognition 
and defence of the rights of small nations, and in the settling of 
disputes whose worst issue would be war. All these are creditable 

" ideals, if they canbe attained. Butcanthey? Itis on this question 
that doubts are expressed. To review the international affairs which 
have taken place since the jnstitution of the League is to see that, 
for the present-at any rate, these ideals have not revealed themselves 
in one or othér of the matters which have come under the purview 
of the League. . oo 

We see that, from the start, the independent action of the 
League is threatened to be hampered by a sense of mutual obliga- 
tions into which some of its members entered before its formation 
and by nationalistic instincts which have not been entirely sub- 
ordinated to the spririt in which the League is understood to have 
been formed. Indications of the desires for the aggrandisment of 
nations while the opportunity lasts are afforded in the demands 
uf Italy to Fiume, of Japan to Shantung and Manchuria, and several 
Balkan; States to the territories of their.neighbours. All these 

-demands are defended ‘by statements of national necessity, 

but, viewed in the light of the League of Nations, they are mostly 
uureasonable and easily open to the accusation that tle nations 
who make the domands are not sincere in their declarations in 
relation to the creation of the League. On the fair settlement of 
this prablem the security of the foundation and the future in- 
fluence of the League depend. Grievances nursed against each 
other will finally create a division of the members, and -divided 
against itself the League will fall, and there will be an end to all the 
hopes and aspirations conceived during the late war. 

OF other dangers to the stability of the League may be men- 
tioned the tendency to regard internal political affairs ag purely 
domestic issues, which have no'relation to the League of Nations. 
The British Empire is at present afflicted with these matters, but its 

. fair and humanitarian dealings in the settlement of them entitle it 
to a recognition of the justice she has shown, as against the mis- 
constructions put on her actions by other nations. Naonecan for a 
moment doubt that Britain has done all she could, without causing 
altogether a severance of Empire, to givea fair consideration to their 
claims,, America‘has won the respect of the Filipinos by her aym- 
pathetic dealings in the question ‘of self-government, but in tha case 

_of Japan we cannot, with justice tozpurselves, bestow on’ her the 
same compliment. The news of polfeiex jroubles in Korea and the 

_ desire for freedom and justice as expressed in the recent Note to the 

eague of Nations have excited general interest, which is made 
shagper by reports, false or otherwise we cannot say, of cruelty by 
Japanese soldiers in the suppression of the recent troubles. After 
all, thp League. of Nations, in ita present nafurd. and’ composition, is 
little-Other than an abstract form.. It means only the gift of oppor 
tunities. fox nazions, a2 distinet from peoples, to. come to mutual. un- 
derstandinga, leading to the maintenance of peace between ‘one 
nation and the other. Itdoes not ensure peace inside each nation’s 
boundaries, The sick man cannot effectively digest his meal at -his 
table, neither can a-nation which has not contentment within its 

': own borders} with reason or justice hope for world wide peace merely 

about it'at the League's round table, :

THE DEPORTED BRITISHER. 


It’ would be interesting to get 
at the exact facts as to what is 
happening to Mr. Charles Alex- 
auder, concerning whom we 
published some information on 
Thursday and Friday. <Accord- 
ing to this man’s story—and we 
have no reasons for doubting it 
—he was born of British parents 
in what was formerly. part of 
Russia, has been in Australia for 
several years and has been de- 
ported therefrom without having 


, committed any crime whatsoever, 
"| He says he was arrested without 


warning, confined in the Police 
cells fot many weeks, put 
aboard a vessel bound for what 
was to him an unknown destin- 
ation, later learned’ that he 
wasto be sent to Viadivostack, 
and.arrived here in Hongkong 
\with only: two suite of thin 
{clothing and three sovereiens in 


h’s case before us, we had hoped 
that the Government here would 
have given him what he soughit— 
justice But it now transpires 
that he was placed aboard the 
Sunning on Thursday by the 
police and passed on to Shanghai, 
where goodness knows what will 
happen to him. He had no 
choice in the matter of leaving 
Australia. nor did he when it 
came to leaving Hongkong—in 
both the one case and the. other 
he was put aboard a ship and got 
Tid of. . 


WHAT'S 10 BE DONE? | 

Now. if this-man is what he 
claims to be, he is a British 
subject. Then for whatearthly rea- 
son is he being deported to Asiatic 
Russia, above all places? Apart 
from the physical discomforts he 
may-have to suffer from the fact 
that he has practically no money 
and only the meanest of clothing, 
what are the Russian authorities 
likely to have to do with him? 
Even ifhe were a Lett (he was 
horn in Courland.) we can 
imagine that the Vladivostok 
authorities would not feel very 
sympathetically disposed towards 
him. What are they going to do 
with him if he praves that he is 
British? According to Mr. 
Alexander's own statement, he 
twice tried to join upin Australia 
and was rejected on both 
oceasions, to prove which he has 
a “reject” badge in. his 
possession. It cannot therefore 
be that he has been.a political 
agitator—one ofthe “Reds" whom 
the Australians are so keen on 
getting qit of. On the case as 
the man himself puts it, he has 
been most abominably treated 
and subjected to indignities and, 
illegalities for which full atone- 
men: should be made We 
wonder if the Hongkong Govern- 
men: has thoroughly investigated 
his case. Or has it merely acted 
upon instructions from Australia 
and Vavoided furthér bother by 
passing him on for somebody else 
to deal with? Surely the rights 
and liberty of a British subject 
must appeal even to a Crown 
Colony Government. What's 
going to be done about it? Will 
one of our. Unofficials take the 
case up ?

HONGKONG LAW. 

There was an interesting case 
in the Police Court yesterday, 
Lregarding the rights of Chinese 
theatre-owners.
